Defense To Appeal 
Jury*8 Verdict; 
New Trial Sought 


(i,K \ ELAND. Dec. 21 MP4—Dr. Samuel Sheppard, a 
stunned diaMief stamped .starkly across his handsomely 
boyish face, heard himself convicted today of second-degree 
murder. It took his jury five days to reach a verdict, just 
trne minute less than 102 hours. 
He was sentenced immediately to life imprisonment for 
the July 4 murder of Marilyn Sheppard, his .11-year-old wife 
of nine years, who tried to hold his love against the allure 
of other women. The state had asked the death penalty. 
Marilyn was four months pregnant with her second 
child when she was Iteaten to death in bed with a savagery 
that left her head all but shapeless from 8ft blows. Dr. Shep­ 
pard blamed the murder on a prowling, bushy-haired stranger. 
*i am not guilty,** the 10-vear old osteopath insisted to 
the court and jury just Itefore he was led out of the court­ 
room.
